Location. — Maini  nursery  office,  lathhouses  and  trial  grounds  at  intersection  of 
Boston  and  Summerhill  roads  with  Boulevard,  two  miles  east  of  Thomasville.  Roses, 
conifer  and  fruit  tree  nursery  on  Boston  road,  three  miles  east  of  Thomasville. 
The  Thomasville-Boston  road  is  a  link  of  the  Bone  Star  Trail  from  Los  Angeles 
to  St.  Augustine,  and  is  also  known  as  Georgia  State  Road  No.  38. 

Invitation  to  Visitors. — Visitors  are  welcome  at  our  place  every  day  in  the  year. 
We  transact  no  business  on  Sundays,  but  leave  our  gates  open  for  visitors  to  see 
the  Azaleas,  Roses,  etc.  A  visit  to  the  nurseries  is  not  an  obligation  to  purchase. 

Terms. — Cash  with  order  or  satisfactory  references,  except  to  parties  of  known 
responsibility. 

Transportation  at  Purchaser’s  Risk. — All  transportation  expenses  are  to  be 
paid  by  the  purchaser;  our  responsibility  ceases  upon  delivery,  in  good  order  to 
forwarding  companies. 

Substitution. — We  do  not  substitute  unless  so  authorized.  It  is  well,  as  the 
season  advances,  to  name  substitute  to  be  used  in  the  event  of  shortage. 

Inspection. — Our  nurseries  were  inspected  by  C.  H.  Gaddis,  Albany,  Ga.,  a 
representative  of  M.  S.  Yoemans,  State  Entomologist,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  July,  1932,  and 
a  certificate  to  this  effect,  and  that  plants  are  fumigated  as  required  by  law, 
accompanies  every  shipment,  and  we  comply  with  the  various  laws  of  the  states 
into  which  we  ship.  We  offer  no  balled  plants,  grown  on  nut  grass  lands. 

Claims. — If,  by  any  possibility,  errors  should  occur,  they  will  be  promptly  recti¬ 
fied,  if  claim  is  made  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  the  goods. 

Guarantee. — We  cannot  control  conditions  after  plants  leave  our  hands,  and  wre 
cannot,  therefore,  guarantee  our  plants  to  live.  We  do  guarantee  all  stock  sent 
out  to  be  well  rooted,  true  to  name,  properly  packed  and  shipped  according  to 
instructions. 

Quantity  Rates. — Forty  or  more  plants  at  the  100  rate,  300  or  more  at  the 
100  rate. 

Order  Early. — We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  advisability  of  ordering  early. 
In  so  doing,  one  gets  the  assortment  and  pick  of  the  stock  and  avoids  disappoint¬ 
ment  of  possible  failure  to  get  order  filled  complete.

This  is  the  delightful  Winter  flowering  shrub  or  small  tree  commonly- 
called  “japonica,”  and  is  a  great  favorite  in  the  gardens  of  the  Lower  South. 
Up  to  the  time  Quarantine  No  37,  shutting  off  plant  importations,  went 
into  effect,  practically  all  of  the  Camellias  planted  in  this  country  were 
imported.  For  some  years  there  has  resulted  a  great  scarcity  of  Camellias, 
especially  of  the  finer  varieties. 

For  the  past  five  years  we  have  been  diligently  collecting  Camellias 
from  many  sources,  and  have  developed  a  fine  lot  of  varieties.  Some  of 
these  we  have  under  correct  name.  Other  varieties  were  secured  from 
sources  where  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  names,  and  these  we  have 
labeled  by  color  description  accurately. 

All  of  our  Camellias  are  pot  grown,  and  are  taken  from  pots  with  a 
firm  clump  of  soil  about  the  roots,  which  insures  the  maximum  safety  in. 
transplanting.  The  quality  of  these  plants  is  not  to  be  compared  with 
“layered”  plants,  most  of  which  are  usually  poorly  rooted.  Our  Camellias 
all  have  a  vigorous,  well  developed  root  system.

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INDICA  AZALEAS 


The  Indica  Azaleas  are  the  most  attractive  of  Winter  flowering-  shrubs 
in  the  South.  Their  value  in  landscape  uses  is  too  little  recognized,  for 
evergreen  Azaleas  are  indispensable  in  Southern  landscape  effects.  Varieties 
of  Azalea  indica,  coming  into  flower  when  so  little  else  is  in  bloom,  are  a 
mass  of  beauty  on  the  private  estates  of  Northern  Winter  residents  of 
Thomasville  in  the  late  Winter  and  early  Spring,  and  no  one  who  has  seen 
these  plantings  will  ever  forget  the  scene.  The  famous  Magnolia  Gardens 
near  Charleston,  S.  C.,  where  many  varieties  of  Azaleas  are  seen  by  throngs 
of  visitors  every  Spring,  has  been  said  to  be  the  loveliest  spot  in  America. 

Azaleas,  contrary  to  general  belief,  are  by  no  means  hard  to  grow.  They 
thrive  in  rather  acid  soil,  leafmold  or  pond  muck,  with  little  or  no  manure, 
but,  being  surface  feeders,  they  like  a  good  mulch  of  leaves  and  Pine  straw 
and  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  for  want  of  water.  They  should  be 
planted  in  partly  shaded  situations.  Clay,  lime,  and  an  excess  of  potash 
should  be  avoided.  When  Azaleas  are  well  grown  they  are  among  the  most 
delightful  and  satisfactory  plants  in  existence.  The  flowers  last  in  perfect 
condition  a  long  time,  and  the  wonderful  color  effects  are  rarely  approached 
by  any  class  of  plants. 

There  is  a  prejudice  in  some  quarters  against  the  purplish  pink,  or  cerise, 
varieties,  but  this  shows  a  lack  of  the  proper  appreciation  of  values  in  color 
effects.  What  could  be  more  delightful  than  a  combination  of  Azalea  for- 
mosa  and  Spiraea  reevesiana  florepleno  as  a  foreground  to  a  piece  of  Pine 
woods?  To  extend  the  blooming  season,  Azalea  Phoenicia  and  Azalea 
omurasaki  could  be  used,  as  they  are  at  their  best  when  Azalea  formosa  is 
about  through. 

Owing  to  the  high  color  effect  of  these  Azaleas,  it  is  not  always  wise 
to  use  them  together  with  reds  or  clear  pinks,  as  the  colors  disagree,  but 
with  white  or  yellow  flowering  shrubs,  the  combination  is  delightful.  An¬ 
other  feature  in  favor  of  the  purplish  pink  Azaleas  is  that  they  are  often 
successful  under  unfavorable  conditions  where  other  varieties  would  barely 
exist.  Azaleas  often  vary  in  color  in  different  localities.  Nurserymen  grade 
by  spread  as  well  as  height. 

The  Rhododendrons,  which  are  used  so  largely  in  landscape  effects  far¬ 
ther  north,  are  worthless  here  except  in  high  altitudes.  Their  place  is  filled 
by  the  evergreen  Azaleas,  which  have  all  the  colors  of  the  Rhododendrons, 
and  several  besides.

Alba.  Large,  single  flowers.  A  very  hardy  kind;  while  it  flourishes  in  the 
South,  is  used  extensively  in  the  North.  Used  a  lot  about  Thomasville. 
Tall  grower,  midseason  bloomer. 

Anthenon.  White  to  pale  pink,  with  rose  pink  center.  An  extremely  late 
bloomer,  therefore  excellent  for  extending  the  Azalea  flowering  season. 
Makes  an  attractive,  compact  bush. 

Croemina.  Very  large,  shell  pink,  closely  related  to  Elegans,  but  flower  of 
greater  size  and  bush  is  more  spreading.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
all  the  Azaleas.  Early. 

Coccinea  major.  A  tall  growing  scarlet  Azalea  of  great  merit,  one  of  our 
best  varieties.  Midseason. 

Duke  of  Wellington.  Flowers  rosy  salmon  with  dark  center,  medium  grower, 
midseason  bloomer. 

Due  de  Rohan.  Flowers  salmon  pink,  of  medium  size,  very  free  flowering; 
early.  Of  mea'ium  growth.

Flowers  large,  white  with 
rose  pink,  sometimes  orange,  stripes.  Midseason. 

Prince  of  Orange.  An  orange  scarlet,  late  bloomer,  compact  grower. 

Phoenecia.  Resembles  Formosa,  except  leaves  more  narrow.  A  very  fine, 
hardy  sort,  with  rosy  lilac  or  lavender  flowers.  Of  all  the  Azaleas,  it 
stands  the  most  sun.  By  giving  a  heavy  mulch,  this  variety  may  be 
planted  in  full  sun. 

President  Clayes.  This  flame  colored  Azalea  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of 
the  better  Azaleas  used  at  Thomasville.  Free  bloomer,  tall  and  fast 
grower.  Midseason. 

Royal  Red.  The  finest  of  all  the  late  red  Azaleas  with  us.  This  variety  was 
gotten  from  Japan  years  ago  without  a  name,  and  after  years  of  failure 
to  get  its  name,  we  have  given  it  one.  A  tall  grower,  compact  bush,  free 
bloomer. 

Venus.  A  small  to  medium  growing  bush,  flowers  medium  in  size,  white, 
occasionally  with  pink  stripe;  compact  grower,  good  foliage. 

Violacea  ruba.  Dark  violet  purple  flowers  with  wavy  petals.  A  strong 
growing  variety,  midseason  bloomer,  plant  has  dark  green  foliage.  One 
cannot  plant  a  better  and  more  dependable  Azalea. 

Vittata  fortunei.  A  strong,  open  grower,  blooming  in  South  Georgia,  from 
October  to  March.  Flowers  very  variable;  mostly  white  with  faint  lavender 
stripes.  Sometimes  a  bush  may  produce  only  white,  or  only  lavender,  or 
the  blooms  may  be  mixed  on  one  plant.  Valuable  for  its  long  flowering 
season.

Kurume  Azaleas 


Within  the  past  few  years  a  wonderful  new  race  of  Azaleas,  the 
Kurumes,  has  been  introduced  in  America.  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson,  an  eminent 
authority  says  in  his  “Monograph  of  Azaleas:”  “To  my  mind,  the  Kurumes 
are  the  loveliest  of  all  the  Azaleas.  The  colors  are  so  pure  and  exquisite, 
and  of  every  hue  and  shade  from  white,  pink  and  salmon  to  scarlet,  crimson 
and  the  richest  magenta.  The  hose-in-hose  forms  have  none  of  the  ugly 
features  of  double  flowers,  but,  on  the  contrary,  are  singularly  attractive, 
and  last  much  longer.  They  are  extremely  floriferous,  and  in  season  the 
blossoms  often  completely  hide  the  leaves.” 

Visitors  to  our  Azalea  woodland  the  past  several  years  have  been  greatly 
impressed  with  the  striking  beauty  of  a  planting  of  Kurume  Azaleas,  set 
ten  years  ago,  and  now  large  bushes.  We  are  describing  16  varieties  of 
these  charming  Azaleas  in  this  catalog,  and  in  limited  supply  we  have  a 
dozen  others. 


The  Kurumes,  being  Japanese  Azaleas,  native  so  much  farther  north 
than  the  Indicas,  which  are  mostly  Chinese  and  Indian,  are  much  the  hardier 
of  Azaleas.  While  perfectly  adapted  to  planting  in  the  lower  South  where 
Indicas  are  being  used,  they  withstand  the  more  severe  climate  of  Atlanta, 
northward  to  Kentucky,  across  to  New  Jersey  and  Long  Island. 

The  first  of  the  Kurumes  planted  in  America  were  dwarf  varieties,  and 
it  is  generally  believed  all  Kurumes  are  small  growers,  which  is  not  true. 
In  the  Kurumes  we  grow  now  are  some  medium  and  tall  growers.  These 
plants  are  slower  of  growth  than  Indicas,  which  accounts  for  the  difference 
in  price,  but  ultimately  they  are  the  most  prized  of  the  Azaleas.  Often  Indica 
Azaleas  are  used  in  a  background  with  Kurumes  of  harmonizing  colors  front¬ 
ing  them.
